LONDON, .May 22.—Proposals 


of Premier Baldwin looking to a 


settlement of the coal strike have 
been rejected by both the miners 
and the mine owners. First, the 
miners declined to accept increased 
hours of work or a reduction ir. 
wages. Now the mine owners 
have announced that they are op- 
posed to Government interference 
'with the industry and insist that 
the only real remedy for the sit- 
uation is the adoption of the eight- 
'hour day. 
| Thus the lockout and strike in 
pom coal mines will continue for a 
time at least. 
The rejection of the Baldwin 
| plan means the withdrawal of the 
‘promise of a Government subsidy 
of £3,.000,000. The miners’ fed- 
eration has requested the railway 
union not to handle coal. The 
railways ehemselves have further 
reduced their train service because 
of their inability to secure fuel. 
|The strike in the mines already is 
affecting other industries seri- 
ously.

but many sympathetic persons in 
Newport sent donations of hun- 
dreds of loaves and many pounds 
(of cheese. In all the demonstra- 
‘tions the men were orderly. 

In South Wales bread, cheese and 
coffee are’ being served the strik- 
j ere from union kitchens. 
Thousands of children in the 
|'Hhondda and other districts, with 
‘cup in hand, are to be seen making 
‘their way to places where they can 
receive food, while mothers besiege 
milk distribution places, babies fn 
arms, waiting to be served. 

| In some places miners’ families 
‘refuse to permit their children to 
receive food from other than union 
‘kitchens. Large numbers of the 
| children are ragged and shoes of 
most of them in the schools are 
‘bad. Strikers in some places are 
turning cobblers and repairing old 
shoes collected by villagers.

It will consist of three prep- 
aratory and four ordinary classes 
for classical and commercial 
‘studies. English will be the me- 
‘dium of instruction. 
_ Certificates issued by the school 
will be valid for admission to Ath- 


ens University and its Greek teach- 


ers will have the same rights as 
‘hose of the public schools. This 
‘is the first time such privileges 
,have been conceded to any private 
school.
